The morning came 
the morning of earth’s darkest day, 
and the council having condemned 
Jesus to death, bind Him and load 
Him .away and deliver Him to Pon¬ 
tius Pilate, the governor.

It 
is possible that as Pilate, the repre¬ 
sentative of the great world power of 
that time, asked JesiA, “Art thou 
the king of the JewB?”lhe may have 
thought Him to be soi^ poor, harm¬ 
less, wcakminded jicrson. for. oven 
now when some true believer speaks 
of Jesus ns the King of the Jeus, 
soon to return and sit on David’s 
throne, asserting that he also expects 
to reign with Him, he is apt to be 
considered by many very religious 
people to bo an ignorant weakmlndcd 
person, notwithstanding such Scrip- 
tirnal statements as Luke i., 32, 33; 
Rev. v., 9, ID; Col. lii., 4. 

Having confessed before the high 
priest and before Pilate that He is 
the Christ, the# King of the Jews 
(M/irk xiv., 61.

. The Fruit hivieion at Ottawa eont 
ertit a requoat for inforihation oe to 
tho d nma gee by mice and frqet dur¬ 
ing the post winter and has received 
a very largo number of replfcee from 
all parts of the Dominion. 

The damage from mice has been 
most serious in Ontario and Quebec. 
There are, of course fsolatod caaos in 
all porth of tho Dominion, ahd there 
has been a serious incroaao in the 
number of mice during the past year. 
The damage to nursery stock was 
particularly severe, and it is safe to 
say that no less than 25 per cent, 
of all stock “heeled in" outdooi*s has 
been destroyed, 'Tl-.e young trees in 
all parts of Ontario, and in the St. 
Lawrence and Ottawa Valleys suf¬ 
fered, according to their location. 
Several correspondents put their Ions 
at 50 per cent, of all trees of throe 
years and less. 

The injury was almost nothing 
where young orchards had clean cul¬ 
ture throughout tho season. As the 
protection to the mice was increased 
by tho growth of weeds, grasn or 
cover crop, so the proportion of loas 
increased. Snow jirovidcd them ex¬ 
cellent protection, under which they 
could work on trees, in some cases 
up to the limbs. Forest trees and 
hedges suffered to an equal, extent. 
'The losfi will probably reach a!)OUt 
25 per cent, of all young trees. 

Tho practise of the orchardifet seems 
to be to grow tho cover crop even at 
the risk of encouraging tho irticc, and 
to protect tho trees against their 
attacks. Keeping a smali circle 
about tho trees clean is not, in it¬ 
self 

A SUFFICIENT rROTECTTON. 

Mr. J. L. Hilhorn of Leamington, 
Ont., Mr, A. C. Starr of Starr’s 
Point, N, S., and several oV^er cor¬ 
respondents, have found the throwing 
of two or tlirc*c shovelfuls of loose 
earth about tho trunks of tho trees, 
to form a small mound, quitip suffici¬ 
ent to iJrotcct ihelr trees. Mr. 
Harold Jones of Maitland. C>nt., has 
practised successfully the careful 
tramping of the snow nbotit the 
after the fir.st heavy snowfall, 
reputing it after a thaw. A most 
cfToctlve protection is furnished by 
wrapping building paper about the 
trunk of the tree for one or two feet, 
tying it in place with stout cord. 
A few correspondents have used a 
light veneer, such ns is used for 
making baskets, cut in pieces about 
6 by 18 inches and held in place by 
a stout cord. These cost about four 
dollars per thousand, and will last 
many years. The l.xjMjriinental Farm 
at Ottawa find the.sc a goorl preven¬ 
tive of sun scald a.s well a.s mice, 
and in the end tho cheapest i»rotec- 
lion. 

Comparatively few have attempted 
to save their Injured trees. ViTicre 
the cambium layer or inner l>ark has 
not been completely removed all 
around the trees it m^iy frccpiently be 
saved by keeping the remaining new 
wood moist until the growing .s^^a- 
son. 'I'his may be done by erecting a 
mound of fresh earth to cover the 
wound, by binding tho wound with 
a mixture of clay unJ cow manure, 
half and half, covewng tbo whole 
with burlap. or by *niply covering 
the wound with graftmg wax. As it 
is impossible alw.ays to tell by a 
simple inspection whether the enmbi- 
um layer has boon all removed it 
with pay in most cases to try one or 
other of the.sc methods. 

Bridging is practised by many 
quite successfully.Mr. W. W. Cox of 
Collingwood has some old trees that 
have never failed to hear good crops 
that were girdled when they were five 
inches in diameter for a distance of 
one-half foot or more. The method 
which he found siicce.ssful consisted in

IMPORTANCE OF GOOD TILLAGE, 

Prudent men. in tho light of# the 
moet recent knowledge we l;iave of 
noil conditions and performances, do 
not commit themselves into saying 
this or this is true of thu soil, and 
this is the law. writes^ \V. F. Mc- 
Sparran. 'Thej’' have come to* re¬ 
gard the fields thev plow, till and 
plant as great booKs with many un¬ 
cut folios. 

We can pocp in, here ond tliere 
catch a word or u phrase, and make 
what wo think pretty IhtolUgent 
|pie8.acs, but he who soys he has read 
it all and understands It, even to 
tho digesting of its laws, gives good 
evidence of trcKpassing “v.’hcro an¬ 
gels, fear to tread," 

Rut wc are sure that if w« want 
to receive all tho udvantoges from 
tho work of thcsij unseen friends of 
the soil wc must surround them with 
conditions. Wo know the farmer 
who is exhausting tho humus from 
his soil so that hardness and com¬ 
pactness result; so tho w'^ tor-hold ing 
capacity of the soil is reduced, tho 
air not admitted and conditions of 
warmth destroyed, is encourag¬ 
ing the development of nature's 
means of replenishing the plant food 
he is exhausting. 

The better farmer is he who never 
loses sight of the importance of 
keeping tho mechanical condition of 
his land up to tho standard of good 
crop production. Before wc know 
there were such things m tho world 
as bacteria, the good farmer knew 
the importance of keeping his land in 
good "heart." of saving manure, 
plowing in vcgetablo matter, grow¬ 
ing clover and thoroughness of til¬ 
lage. 

Tho land that is well filled with 
humis is in the best condition for 
absorbing moisture and holding it in 
a state of capillarity. This soil 
condition is also most favorable to 
the admission and occupation of air. 
ond consepuenitly warmth as well; so 
that while we may not say that soil 
moisture is of first consideration In 
the life of soil organism, it appears 
to be of such importance that if wo 
have made its conditions favorable 
wo have done the best also in tho 
way of supplying food, warmth and 
air as needed. 

PLANTS USE MOISTURE 

rather than water, if we may note 
the distinction. Running water, o; 
that which moves rapidly, is of lit¬ 
tle use to them in their growth, 
while standing water is death to 
them. The kind that is useful and 
indispensable to them is that which 
is held in the soil by adhesion, till¬ 
ing the spaces between the soil par¬ 
ticles and passing thence into the 
structur’ of tho plant. This mois¬ 
ture is supplied to the growing plant 
very much more from tho stored sup¬ 
ply from which, it arises by capillar¬ 
ity than from the current, crop- 
growing rainfall. 

Of course the summer rains are 
useful In washing the foliage of ir<H*s 
and plants, ami as it sinks into the 
earth, contributing to the moisture 
held there and thus relieving the de¬ 
mands made on the stores of the 
water level, and often no doubt rais¬ 
ing this level b.v considerable addi¬ 
tions. yet when we consider the tre¬ 
mendous consumption of water used 
by plants in their growing .season— 
the quick-growing jilants using as 
much as 600 jiounds to produce one 
pound of dr>- matter, we come to a 
realization of how inndeejuate an or¬ 
dinary rainfall is to sujtply this de¬ 
mand and how iinportnnt it is that 
we use every means in our power to 
avoid waste of the stored supply up¬ 
on which we are depending.

I Several Buildings Were Blown 
j Down. 

! A Brandon, Man., despatch .says 
A terrific wind-storm struck Brandon 
on Saturday afternoon, and left de- 
istruclion in its course. Eortunntely 
only the southwestern portion of the 
city was in the storm's wake, and in 
that part there is abundant proof 
of its severity. The main building 
at the Fair grounds is in ruins. The 
large new wing which was begun 
early in the season was all but coiii- 
idcted, and it, with the old. part, is 
now strewn on ground. W'hen 

the storm struck it several carpen¬ 
ters were at work, and all escaped 
injury, though some narrowly got 
away with their lives. Some small 
houses on the Johnston estate that 
were in course of erection were also 
■rn/ed to the ground, and fences were 
flattened. In the other parts of the 
city no destruction was wrought, but 
for n time dust was so thick in the 
air that it was impossible to see 
across the streets. The loss will not

Tlie points of union were covered 
with grafting wax and the bare wood 
about the trunk protected with com¬ 
mon paint. 

THE DAMAGE BY FRO.ST. 
though exceedingly serious In On¬ 
tario and Queliec, will not alTect to 
any great extent the amount of fruit 
put on the market this year, i^.xcept 
in the case of jilums itnd peaches 
Apples and pears were seriously in¬ 
jured along the northein border of 
the fruit belt. The Baldwin, (Green¬ 
ing. Ontario, Sjiy and Blenheim have 
been killed in places where they are 
usually considered hardy. 3'oj>- 
grnfting only very slightly increases 
the hardiness of the varlet.v. None 
of the large applo-producing sections 
were seriously injured. 

The ElernisJi Beauty Pear again 
proved one of the hardiest of good 
voi’ieties. In both pear and apple or¬ 
chards the trees ouffored niu^h less 
from iro.st and more from m^c when 
grown in sod or cover crop. 

Plums were killed in some of 
Heav.v plum-producing section.s, 
in all probability the buds are .so 
seriously injured everywhere as to 
render a heavy crop this year im¬ 
probable. 

'Hie loports from the lOssejx peach 
district show a damage aiipronching 
that of 1809; 50 per cent, of the 
trees will be killed outright. 3'he 
Niagara district i^ not so severely 
injured. 'Hie Oawford type proved 
particularly tender. 

Cherries arc also injured .wvorely in 
hud. Small fruits escaped with le,ss 
injury.

If the soil is occupied 
by plant roofs, they use what part 
of the moisture tWy may and ev'ap- 
oratc it frofti their leaves into the 
atmosphere, but the roots do not 
use all that comes up to them and 
what they do not use is carried to 
the .surface and is absorbed by the 
atmosphere, the earth’s supply being 
used without having a<Jd«*d lo plant 
wealth in passing. 

When the soil is left undisturbed 
for any considerable time regular 
water eourses art* established for the 
moisture in its passage to the at¬ 
mosphere. 

'Phese courses are »lninmed by stir¬ 
ring the surface and breaking the 
crust that forms. This is one of the 
important offices of summer cultiva¬ 
tion. This is conserving moisture, 
which means not only stopfiing the 
ntmosfiheric lo.ss of it. but by hold¬ 
ing it in the growing crops' io«'t 
territory to be at hand abundantlj' 
as nce<led.

older provinces than its main line 
from Bac Portage to Montreal. A 
system of feeders h^ to be laboriously 
built up. The Trunk Pacific, 

on the other band, will commence 
operations with all the lines and 
equipment of the Grand Trunk proper 
behind it in the older provinces, which 
means that the Eastern manufacturer 
will at once be placed iu direct com¬ 
munication witn his customers in the 
West and ensured lower rates. 

10. The Canadian Pacific, 
built as a national undertaking, whs 
semi-americanised from the first. 

Soo line to-day carries wheat from 
Minneapolis to the seaboard for less 
than the main-line charges from Win¬ 
nipeg ; in other words, treats the 
farmers of Dakota and Minnesota 
better than the main line treats those 
of Manitoba Further, although St. 
John, N.B. is the winter port of the 
Canadian Pacific its line thither runs 
for 200 miles through the State of 
Maine. The Grand Trunk Pacific will 
traverse Canadian soil from start to 
fininh, will’send all unrouted freight 
to Canadian ports, is under obligation 
not to discriminate in rates against 
those ports, and will run too far north 
*0 be tied up as the Canadian Pacific 
is with the rival interests of Minneso¬ 
ta and Dakota. 

11. The Canadian Pacific did 

comparatively little for the older 
provinces in the way of opening up 
new territory, Its main line west 
hugs the Lake Superior shore which 
is sterile and unfit for settlement. The 
Grand Trund Pacific will open a vast 
back country between Moncton and 
Winnipeg, containing over 

150,000,000 acres of well timbered 
land, much of it fit for 'agriculture, 
with deposits of mica, copper, nickel 
and iron, and with water powers of 
enormous capacity. It stands to 
reason that the development of this 
region must add to the wealth and 
importance of Ontario, Quebec and 
New Brunswick. That part of Can- 
ada will no longer be a mere fringe. 
The older provinces have done much 
for the west; they are now helping the 
West again and at the same time 
doing something for themselves.

THE TWO SCHEMES 

The chief points of contrast between 
the Grand Trunk Pacific project and 
the Canadian Pacific project whicli the 
Tories launched are these : 

1. The Canadian Pacific is from end 
to end the property of the company 
which was chartered and subsidized 
to build it. The Dominion will own 
one half of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
and will be part proprietor of the other 
half through a lien held as security 
for guarantee of interest. 

‘J. The Government constructed 
two costly sections of tho Canadian 
Patific—from Lake Superior to Winni¬ 
peg and from Kamloops to the Cana- 
dain Pacific—and made a present of 
these completed portions to the comp¬ 
any. The Grand Trunk Pacific from 
Winnipeg to near the Atlanfic Ocean 
will be built by the Government, hut 
will remain the property of the people 
of Canada in perpetuity. 

3. Parliament granted to tlie Cana¬ 
dian Pacific a subsidy of $25,000,000. 
Tho only finacial aid given to to Grand 
Trunk Pacific is a guarantee of interest 
' which will not cost the country any¬ 
thing—to the capitalists who furnish 
the means of construction west of 
Winnipeg. On tho scctian east of 
Winnipeg, which will bo built and 
owned by Government, the country 
will receive a rental sufficient to pay 
interest on tho sum invested. 

4. Parliament gave tho Canadian 
Pacific 25,000,000 acres of laud, in¬ 
cluding the privilege of eslablisliiug 
town sites. Not an acre of land, ex¬ 
cept for right of way and station fa¬ 
cilities is given to the Grand Trunk 
Pacific. To enhance this discrimina- 
Lion, tho Canadian Pacific land.s were 
made free of taxation for twenty years 
unless "sold or occupied". This has 
so far been held to mean twenty years 
from the actual specific conveyance of 
the lauds to the corporation, not from 
tho date of agreement—a difference 
which means many additional millions 
of dollars to tho Canadian Pacific. 

5. As far as it was possible to do 
so the Dominion Parliament gave the 
Canadian Pacific Company a mono¬ 
poly of the traffic of the Dominion 
west of Lake Superior, by prohibiting 
the building of other lines, except such 
as would of necessity become feeders 
of the Canadian Pacific. The Grand 
Trunk Pacific Company must take its 
chances in competition with existing 
trunk lines and with any others that 
may hereafter he chartered and con¬ 
structed. 

f). Parliament granted to the C.m- 
adain Pacific virtually absolute con¬ 
trol of transportation charges west of 
Lake Superior. The absolute control 
of such charges on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific is vested in the Dominion. 
The difference is madecleaily apparent 
by the fact that, so far as its main 
line is concerned, the Canadian Pacific 
cannot be brought under the control 
of the Kailway Commission recently 
created by Parliament, whereas the

MEAT ON THE FARM. 

Much valuable information regard¬ 
ing the butchering, curing and keep¬ 
ing of meat is given in Farmers’ Bul¬ 
letin No. 183 of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, entitled "Meat on tho 
Farm”. The many illustrations en¬ 
able anyone to follow closely the dir¬ 
ections for killing and cutting up 
cattle, sheep and swine. The general 
advice given is worthy of close attent¬ 
ion by all farmers who do not depend 
on tho butcher for their meat supply. 
SELECTION OF ANIMALS. 

The author of the bulletin points 
out that in the selectiori ol animals for 
meat health should be given first con¬ 
sideration. No matter how fat an 
animal may be or how good its form, 
if it is not in perfect health the best 
quality of meat cannot bo obtained, 
if suffering from fever, or any serious 
derangement of the system, the flesh 
will not be wholesome food. Flesh of 
animals that have recovered from the 
ravages of disease beiore slaughter is 
not likely to cure well and is very 
difficult to keep after curing. Bruises 
broken limbs, or like accidents all 
have the same ♦ fleet on the meat as 
ill health, and, unle.s8 the animals can 
lo killed and dressed immediately 
after such accident it is not best to 
uie tho meat for food. A rise of two 
degrees or more in the animal’s tem¬ 
perature at or just previous to slaugh¬ 
tering is almost sure to result in 
stringy, gluey meat and to create a 
tcndenc}' to sour in curing. 

CONDITION. 

First class meat cannot be obtained 
from animals that aro poor in flesh. 
A reasonable amount of flesh must be 
(present 10 give juiciness and flavor to 
the flesh, and the fatter an animal is. 
within reasonably limits, the better 
will be the meat. The presence of 
large amounts of fat is not essential, 
however, to wholesome meat and it is 
far more important that an animal be 
in good liealih than that it be extreme¬ 
ly fat. It is not wise to kill an ani¬ 
mal that is losing flesh, as the muscle 
fibres are shrinking in volume and 
contain correspondingly less water. 
As a consequence the meat is tougher 
and dryer. When an animal is gain¬ 
ing in flesh the opposite condition ob¬ 
tains and a better quality of meat is 
the result. Also a better product will 
be obtained from an animal in only

BREEDING AND QUALITY. [ 

Quality in meat is largely depend¬ 
ent on the health and condition of the 
animals slaughtered and yet the best 
quality of meat is rarely, if ever, ob-! 
tained from poorly bred stock. The | 
desired “marbling” or admixture of 
fat and lean is never of the best in | 
scrub stock, nor do the over fed show 1 
ring animals furnish the ideal in i 
quality of meat. There seems to be a j 
connection between a smooth, even 
and deeply fleshed affimal and nicely I 
marbled meat that is not easily ex¬ 
plained. Fine bones, soft luxuriant 
hair aud mellow flash are all desirable ! 
in an animal to bo used for meat. ; 
AGE FOR KILLING. ! 

Age affects the flavor and texture of I 
the meat to quite an extent. It is a' 
well-known fact that meat from old | 
animals is more likely to be tough I 
than that from young ones. The flesh 
from very young animals lacks flavor { 
and is watery. An old animal proper¬ 
ly fattened and in good health would 
be preferred to a younger one in poor 
condition. Cattlo are fit for beef at 
eighteen to twenty mouths if properly 
led, though meat from such animals ! 
lacks in flavor. The best beef will be I 
obtained from animals from twenty to | 
forty months old- A calf shonld not j 
be used for veal under six weeks of age | 
and is at its 'best when about ten 
weeks old and raised on the cow.! 
Hogs may bo used at any age after six 1 
weeks, but tho most profitable age at! 
which to slaughter is eight to twelve | 
mouths. Sheep may be used when two j 
to three months old and at any time 
thereafter. They will be at their best 1 
previous'to reaching two years of age, 
usually at eight to twelve months. I 

PREPARATION OF ANIMALS FOR ’ 
SLAUGHTER. ; 

An animal intended for slaughter l 
should be kept off feed from twenty- ; 
four to thirty-six hours, otherwise it j 
is impossible to thoroughly drain out j 
the veins when the animal is bled, and j 
a reddish colored unattractive carcass 
will be the result. Water should be 
given freely up to the time of slaught- ! 
er, as it keeps the temperature normal j 
and helps to wash the (ffete matter 
out of the system, resulting in a nice- 
ly colored carcass. ' 

The care of animals previous to I 
slaughter has a considerable effect on | 
the keeping qualities of tho meat. In 
no instance should an animal be kill¬ 
ed immediately after a long drive or 
after a rapid run about the pasture. 
The flesh of an animal that has been 
overheated is usually of a palo color 
and very often develops a sour or pu¬ 
trid odor within three or four days 
after being dressed. B.’-uises cause 
blood to settle in that portion of the 
body aJTected, presenting an uninvit-j 
ing appearance, and often causa the 
loss of a considerable portion of the 
carcass. Therefore, a thirty.six hour 
fast, plenty of water, careful handling 
and rest before slaughter are all im¬ 
portant in securing meat in the best 
condition for use.

Dumont, LouU Biel’s right-hand man 
in the rebellion which broke out in 
the Canadian Northwest i^rly In the 
year 8185, is causing Mnsiderable 
comment just now over heru. Dumont 
was in command of the rebellioui I alf 
breeds at Batouche, where he wae de¬ 
feated by the Canad-ian wvoluntee s 
under General Middleton. 

After the bloody action Dumont 
made his escape across the internation¬ 
al lino and entered the United States. 
He was exiled by the Canadian povern- 
ment and a price put upon his head. 
But the time of hin exile has expired 
and bo is now in Canada wending hi^ 
way, whithersoever bo pleases, as 
free in bis movemsnt-t as the mos! 
constant loyalist in King; Edwards 
dominions. He occasiooly m*‘pt 3 
with a half breed who fought under 
him through the whole campaign, and 
from these he hams that the vener 
ation of the “Breelb” for Louis Biel 
has lost nothiutr in its ardor by the 
flight of 18 years. 

EXPECT HIS RETURN TO EABTJI, 

These ignorant men are as flrmly 
attached to their former loader ns they 
were during the rebellion. Many of 
them will hot acknowledge that Riel 
was hanged at Regina ; others while 
as^eDting to this fact, believe that he 
w’iil appear to them again at the 
proper time and lead them to victory. 
The strength of this man’s sway over 
their mind is almost Christ-like. 
Hanged by the neck until he was 
dead almost a generation ago, his 
strong personality rules them still, 
and they look with coufldeuce for hi'* 


glorious resurrection. TO THOSE WHO CONTRADICT. 

These matters have had a revivaPA xv . 


hero since the arrival of Gabriel Du¬ 
mont, and in connection with them a 
mo.st remarkable statement has just 
been made by William Mason a re.spect- 
ed citizen of this place. Mr. Mason 
though born here, was a resident of 
Manitoba from 18G3 until after the re- 
bclllion. His home in Manitoba was 
almost adjoining the homo of Louis 
Riel, and the two became fast friends. 
Mr. Mason took no part in the first 
Riel rebellion in 1870 but after its 
collapse did all that might he expect- 
ed of one .sw’orn friend of another in 
assisting Riel to reach Ottawa in 
order to place his case personally Ik- 
fore tlio government. During the 
years that followed Mason kept in 
touch with Riel, and was one of his 
staunch friends at the time of the 
historic trial at Regina. 

Riels friends at that time outnum¬ 
bered his enemies three to one, but on 
account of the presence of the military 
the-e friends found it ixpedient to 
avoid any outward expression of 
tiie> friendship. In secret they work¬ 
ed, howevar, and according to Mr. 
.Mason, worked to some purpose. 
“When it became evident,” says Mr. 
Mason, “tliat the authorities were de¬ 
termined to execute Riel, wo managed 
to get tin? ear of one or two of the 
oliicials. We found these men in 
their hearts did not approve of tiie 


and we did not know what punish* 
ment the law provided for the actors 
in such an enterprise as we carried out 
suocessfully. We were reasonably 
certain, however, that it wouid be 
severe. Then to publish our aciiieve- 
ment would start the hue and cry for 
Rail’s capture, which was to be avoid¬ 
ed at all costs. 

CONFESSION MEANT RUIN. 

“After my return here and entry in¬ 
to business you can easily understand 
the necessity for silence. It would 
have ruined my business to be known 
as a friend of Reil. Besides I had the 
law, to reckon with still, and I w’as 
not courting interference from that 
quarter. 1 was not aware as to tiie 
I 'inishmeut they' could mete out to be, 
uuc J felt sure it would cost me a 
pretty penny to defend myself, and I 
had other uses for my money. 

“Before taking up liia ret-iJence in 
Chicago at 99 South Morgan stree', 
between West Madison and Monroe 
street—Reil shaved clT hia splendid 
beard. This served him as a complete 
disguise, and lie was not once ncog. 
nized rliere. Even hia old Hccretary, 
Mr. Jackson, born in Huron county, 
Ontario, of Scotcli parents, and now 
Teaidiug In Chicago under the title of 
Colonel Juxon, failed to recjognizi him. 
He was an c-xceilcut musican. and 
while in Chicago securtd a auiricient 
income by giving music lo.-jsons and 
playing tlie piano at select parties. 
He has not been in Canada to niy 
knowledge since he visited me here in 
Woodstock, but ho always maintainod ; 
an aEfec'.iou for hi.s people, as he call- ! 
cd the half-breeds, and looked to the 
time when he should again place him¬ 
self at their head to demand justice 
and fair treatment for them.”

HANGED UNTIL DEAD. 

! There aro f.;\v people in Canada wlio 
I are not faniiliar with the facts con¬ 
cerning tho Hcil rebellion in the North¬ 
west some eightern years ago. Some 
people have always maintained that 
they were doubtful whether the lead¬ 
er was over hung or not, and the 
following article, if true evidently 
sub.stantiates their belief. We print 
the following and leave our rcader.s to 
draw their own conclusion as to its 
truthfullness :

We struck the 
Iiole they liad prepared for our friend 
before they had placed him •in it, and 
had to wall up the opou,in^ we made to 
prevent detection. 'G«o, of our num¬ 
ber **cniained in the tiii^nel until the 
burial liour arrived to grye the warn¬ 
ing. At midnight the colUh was lower¬ 
ed, thoclods of earth were piled on it, 
but before the mound was heaped the 
end of the colHu was removed, the 
sides were spread apart, and wo had 
Louis Riel safe and sound in the tun¬ 
nel. 

OFFICIALS WERE STUBBORN. 
But the oflicials wore stubborn they 
actel as though afraid of the dead 
man, and insisted upon burying the 
bodv under the steps of the jail after 
the hanging. We used nil our intlueucc 
and were willing to spend all oqr 
money, but it was of no u-e. Burietf 
under the step.s of the jail he must bo 
at dead of night, and we were in de- 
.spair. But a few hours reraaiued be¬ 
fore the time set for the entembraent 
of our friend, and what could be done 
in so short a space? As we walked by 
the jail in consultation our eyes linger¬ 
ed on the steps and our JLlioughts pene¬ 
trated to the ground bcneatli. W« 
walked .slowly along when ore 
of the party .said .suddenly: ‘‘Let’s 
tunnel from that building’. Ho in¬ 
dicated a building near tlia jail as he 
.spoke. ‘Can we?' said another. -To 
be sure,’ said a third. 'Wo’ll have 
buy the building to be safe,’ said an¬ 
other, and in half an hour we wore at 
work on our property. 

REVIVED HIM. 

We carried him to the fresh air of 
tlie building we so recently bought, 
and after a good deal of dinV|Alty re¬ 
vived lilm. He was delirioiR at first, 
but wo soon had him sleeping sound¬ 
ly, and in the morning ho aw’oko as 
bright a man as ho ever was.

Electrlcltr. 

Concerning the fundamental nature 
of electricity Itself there Is still no 
certainty, but there are several hy¬ 
potheses, says Electrical World.

Moreover, It would not seem likely 
that the complete unraveling of the 
nature of electricity would necessarily 
Include a revelation of the nature of 
both matter and of gravitation.

SPANISH NAMES. 


Iloiv Thc7 Cnnio to Ilo So Freely 
Seaftered Over Cnliforiiln. 

It was the custom of the old Spanish 
explorers to name places after the 
saint for whom was named the day 
on which they campeil there. In this 
manner a great number of melodious 
and sonorous .Spanish names have 
been scattered over California, so that 
the names of a great nnrnlier of places 
begin eilher willi “San” or “Santa.” 
In smiie cases ;i subtitle, as It were, 
h.MS been allixed. For instance, we 
have San I.nls Key and SaiM.nis Obis¬ 
po (Saint Lonis tin* King and Saint 
J.onis the Hi.sliop). also .Sail Juan Ca¬ 
pistrano. In the c.'i.se of Los Angele.s, 
It was named “Nuestra Senora do los 
Angeles” (Our Lady of the Angels). 
This name Is altogether too bulky for 
fre(|uent use. soothe e.arly ofllcers short¬ 
ened it to "Angi’les.” 

One curious name among the saints 
Is that applied to a pictnrescine little 
settlement on the divide between the 
San Gabriel and Pomona valleys—San 
Dlnia.s. San Dimas, be it known, was 
one of tlic two men who were crticilled 
at cither side of Jesus—the one who 
asked to be remembored by the Lord 
when be should cuter into paradise, 
lie Is the patron saint of robbers. The 
way this name came to be given to 
the San Gabriel vall(*y village was 
thus: In early days a g.'ing of Mexican 
liorse thieves had their “lair’’ In a 
canyon there, which was subsequently 
rcferivd to ns the Kobbers’ canyon or 
the canyon of San Dimas. When the 
Santa Fc railroad came along and 
laid out the station there the name of 
the canyon was adopted; hence San 
Dimas.—Los Angeles Times.

In thoM tixQM of war and unroot 
a little'azhibitlon opened in Berlin, 
Germany, recently, puaeed almost 
wltiiout any notice having been taken 
of it, although it deserved the keen¬ 
est attention of all clasaee, says the 
London News. It might fairly have 
been styled an “exhibition of mia- 
ery." It was opened on the occaHion 
of the meeting of the Congress for 
the Protection of Home-workers, and 
tile exhibition of photographs was in¬ 
tended to show the public the dread¬ 
ful sweating; system by wivich hun- 
drede and thousands are exploited to 
tho benefit of the rich employers. 

'The photographs showed the utter¬ 
ly inadequate dwellings of U.e work¬ 
men, and the articles they have to 
make under most difficult conditions 
of life. Bach of these articles bears 
the figure of tho wages paid. Wreathe 
of artificial flowers were to be seen 
intended to adorn many a young 
girl, for making which the workmen 
receive a half penny or a penny 
per hour. Playthinge there were 
which rejoice oujc, children on Christ¬ 
mas Eve. and which have bc^en made 
by children who work ten or twelve 
hours a day for ninepencc-half penny 
or a shilling. Elegant articles of 
dress worth thirty, forty and fifty 
shillings, for which a few shillings 
wages had been paid, leave the work¬ 
woman a profit of scarcely a shil¬ 
ling a day. 

ONE CENT PER HOUR. 

For the pressing of a thousand 
hairpins, 6 pfennige (halfpenny) are 
paid; and seven to eight thou.sand 
pine arc the gi-eatest output in a 
day. The fretsaw makers receive 30 
to 40 pfcnnlgc (4| to 5d per gions.) 
They arc also to make 30 gross in 
a week. The wire twisters in tho 
Eifel Mountains earn a shilling in a 
day of fourteen to fifteen hours. This 
branch of industry is dying out. but 
it is a very long, tedious death strug¬ 
gle. 

The watchmakers in the Black For¬ 
est are in a most hopeless condition, 
as ore also the ironworkers in 
Schmolkden. Tho wages in the 
Ruhla pipo industry arc incredibly 
low. In the toy indu.stry in Furth 
Nuremberg five hundred women are 
occupied in painting on tin. Fourteen 
to sixteen pfennige (throe lialf-j efice) 
is paid for a hundred finely painted 
figures. Hy working 12 hours a 
day the women earn five shillings a 
vvccR. with a deduction of eight pence 
for oil, varnish and brushes. They 
thus earn seven pfennige (a half¬ 
penny) on hour. 

SIX STHLLINGS A FAMILY. 

In the toy industry in the Erzge¬ 
birge a family of five earns 14 shil¬ 
lings a week, reckoning four shillings 
for expenses. For the making of lit¬ 
tle toy animals fifteen pfennige (two 
pence) are paid for three score. Six 
thousand have to be made in a week. 
The expensi'H amount to ton sdiillings 
so that only five shillings profit re¬ 
mains. A family earns six shillings 
week by making 1,8(X) Jumping 
jacks at threepence halfpenny for 
throe score. A mafeer of dolls’ 
cloUies earned, according to her wag- 
es-book, an average of 3s. 4J*d. a 
week. In Herlin a family received 2fl. 
for a thousand so-called Radaufloten 
(cardboard flutes). Tliey are able to 
make four thousand in a week, and 
thus earn eight shillings a week. In 
Sonneberg. in Thuringia, toys are 
mode at starvation wages—little grey 
donkeys, for example, at 2s. 5d. a 
dozen. Including material. For dolls 
with movable arms and legs three 
shilfin^s a dozen are paid including 
material.

The other day, writes a corressfbnd- 
ent from Japan, Sutejiro Rlkijiro 
hanged himself. Before sunrise his 
body was found dangling at the end 
of a close-woven palmetto rope from 
the top stone of the “tori” of an ob¬ 
scure shrine in the outskirts of To- 
kio. He had compiitted suicide be¬ 
cause he felt that he had been dis¬ 
honored, though had he been of the 
west ho would have looked at things 
very differently and would have felt 
that ho was to be pitied. But wo 
of the west cannot understand the 
strange conception of honor that flU 
these people of Japan. 

In his lifetime ho had been a “kuru- 
maya” (a jinrlki^a coolie) and his 
father before him had dragged the 
little two-wheeled passenger cart. Day 
after day ho had plodded through the 
mud with sandaled feet, and jogged 
on for mile after mile with the sun- 
rays beating on his muriiroom-likc 
hat, seeming to think of nothing else 
than that a foreigner was always to 
I be asked for “ten sen more.” Back 
from a long haul to some tea-house 
at the outer walls and beyond the 
furthest canal, he troujd buy bean- 
cake from the wandering bakers—but 
not since the war began. He gave 
his coppers for “gogai”—the “ex¬ 
tras” which are issued at intervals 
jby the vernacular papers to bulletin 
itho reports of battles over-seas— in¬ 
stead of bean-cake, and, squatting 
among the waiting kurumaya to read 
.he watched the passing battalions 
and the proud soldiers in red-faced 
[uniforms and compact accoutrements 
I strapped to their backs, wishing that 
be too was a soldier. 

I A few days ago hi.s father accom¬ 
panied him to the war der'artment, 
where he applied for enrolment. He 
I was told to come on the morrow for 
medical examination, and that night 
there was joy in the house of Sawata 
iHikijiro of 80 IMInnmlyenokimachi in 
Uahigomeku of Tokio. Friends brought 
saki and lit great paper lanterns of 
odd siiapes before the doors of the 
kiu'iimaya, where there wore more 
"get a” heaped on the stone flags than 
the neighbors had seen there for 
many months. They brought banners, 
long blue pennants inscribed with 
white characters and dangling from 
tall bamboos—and they made merry. 
The tinkle of the koto and the laugh¬ 
ter of many people sounded far into 
the night. C

Nelson made it 
one of his last ]>laccs of call before 
starting for Trafalgar, I’itt was a 
constant customer, and so were Ixird 
Macaulay, Sir Walter Scott, Dickeni, 
even the great Shah himself, and 
hundreds of others whose names fig¬ 
ure largely in history. Thomas 
(*out«s survived until 1822, and 
left his immense fortune to his wi¬ 
dow. who was to die Duches^ of Ft. 
Albans; and she in turn bequeathed 
it to her fir.st husband’s favorite 
grand-daughter, the Baroness of to¬ 
day. 

For those in rcarrh of treasure 
there could be no more ideal hunting 
ground than the vast vaults which 
underlie Couts' Bank, for ’.hey are 
packed, in some cases to the exiling, 
with boxes and trunks full c.f nil 
kinds of valuables. Many of the 
boxes have lain untouched for nearly 
two centuries, the owners of some 
arc unknown, and it would be fiiffl- 
cult to find anywhere more fascinat¬ 
ing rooms to explore. Some day 
soon—the date is wisely kept secret— 
all these treasures and many mere 
w’ill be conveyed along the Strand In 
guarded pantechnicons to the bank’s 
new' and magnificent headquarters, 
where surely the shade of idmple 
Thomas Coutts will scarcely feel at 
home.

It aeema rather an aJbourd thing, 
aaid a naval captain to the writer, 
that, although a submarine boat waa 
tried on the Thomoe nearly three cen- 
turiia Ago, we still have not evolved 
anything liko a perfect undor-wat^ 
vesaeL Of course, this submarine of 
the time of the Stuarts waa a very 
primitive kind of craft. It woe pro¬ 
pelled by oars and. 1 beliovc, woe 
much more adept at sinking than |it 
coming to the surface again. 

F^ty years ago tho Confcxlcratca of 
Cha^ston used a submarine boat to 
some purpose against a Federal ship. 
She was a clumsy, cigar-shaped boat, 
roughly constructed from boiler¬ 
plates, and was propelled by hand at 
a maximum speo'd of five miles an 
hour. On her first three trial trips 
slio sank beautifully enough each 
time, but she wasn’t equal to the 
task of rising again unaided, and ev¬ 
ery man on board lost his life. The 
fourth time she was sent out she did 
better, for she managed to blow up 
the Hot»atonic. She was too slow, 
however, in .getting away after deliv¬ 
ering her blow, and she was carried to 
the bottom of the sea for tho la.vt 
time in her victim's company. 

So. vou see, the submarine of 1863 
was no great advance on that of the 
Stuart days, and It was not until 
Nordenfelt set to work about twenty 
years ago that any real progress was 
made; and oven to-day the very best 
type of submarine falls far short of 
being a perfect lighting machine. Of 
course, the difficulties and dangers of 
under-^sea navigation arc enormous. A 
submarine boat has been likened to a 
blind roan groping about with a 
quantity of dynamite on him, and,

. iVhen you arc a good many fathoms 
down you cannot see ten yards ahead 
even with a strong electric light; it 
is exceedingly difficult to See)» the 
boat trim, and unless the utmost ciire 
is exercised she may drop to a dej)th 
at which the j)ressure of water will 
crush her like a nut in a pair of 
crackers. 3'htn she has to l>o con- 
fetuntl.v coming to the surface to find 
her be.ai’ings and to change her 
course. She is so delicately balanced 
that any sudden movements or change 
of position by her crew may cause 
her to turn turtle; and she is so 
slow that she is practically luscleas 
against an^^t a stationary ship. 

But let me gi\o you a brief de¬ 
scription of the leading typA'.s of suh- 
mOiTine vessels of to-cl-ay. The first 
boat of tho type that was at all 
successful was the Goubet. a tiny, 
spindle-shaped vessel, 26 feet IojV and 
5 feet in diameter. She has only 
room for two men, who could not 
stand upright to save their lives, and 
who sit in the centre, back to back 
From the top of the boat, in the 
middle. projects a man-hole dome 
which rises a foot above the surface 
of the water, and from which ob.ser- 
vations can be taken. 

She has a horizontal keel on each 
side, and a detachable keel weighing 
900 kilogrammes at the bottcmi, 
which can be dropped in rase the 
raising apparatus breaks down.

You will probably bo aurprlaed. 
aaid a well-known professor of ehom- 
ist.'y, when I tell you that.tho most

Unfortunately—or fortunatcl.v, ra¬ 
ther—although the materials of which 
man is composed eiVc common enough, 
the blending of them, to form a Ilvliig 
being is far beyond any hiunan pow¬ 
ers, But let is just run through the 
constituents we are raado of and see 
of what very ordinary' materials the 
best and cleverest of us are compos¬ 
ed. 

ANALYSIS OF MAN 

If we take a’12st man and dejirive 
him of gas and carbon there will be 
only .5 pounds of him loft; while even 
tho least oratorical u\an that ever 
lived is five-sixths gas and nothing 
else. Well may it be said, “we are 
such stuff as d’reams are made of,” 
for truly we are just as in.substanti- 
al. 

In our I2st. subject we shall find 
no less than 118 pounds oi oxygen; 
ho contained as much, in fact. of 
this “vital gas” as would fill a room 
13 feet long. 10 feet wide, and a 
shade over,, 10 feet high. If we pro¬ 
ceed next to deprive him of his hy¬ 
drogen he will only lose a little o^er 
l.j pounds of his weight b.v the j)ro- 
ce.ss. but the gas we procure will fill 
more than twice the size of one oxy¬ 
gen reserv’oir: for It will be 15 f^et 
square and a-s nejirly as po5»sible 12 
feet hj^. and will have such buoy¬ 
ancy that it could carry our patient 
up to the cloud.s. 

nitrogexou.s EI.EMENTS. 

Another essential giis is nitrogen, of 
which our 128t man has .sixty-four 
cubic feet stowed away in liis body— 
sufficient to fill a nice little bo.v 4 
feet long, wide and h.gli. 'Vc ha\e 
now deprived our man of three out 
of his fourteen constituenis. have 
liberated gases .sufficicntl.v to fill a 
room, roughly, 20 feet square and 10 
feet high—in which, by the way. you 
could pack 500 good-sized men—and 
have redticod his weight by a shade 
under lOst, or, to be more exact, by 
139 pounds. 

TTiere is not much left of him to 
account for, you see. now that the 
three gases are eliminated—only 29 
pounds, in fact, the weight of an in¬ 
fant—and of this a single other con- 
.stituent takes the lion's share of 2-1 
founds. This constituent is carbon, 
th.at curious element which takes such 
widely diverse forms n-s common coal 
and the Koh-i-noor, and is not to he 
despised in the lead-pencil. Just as 
coal kt'eps our homes warm and gives 
motive-power to the steam engines, 
so it supplies energy and fuel to the 
htiman body. 

BUT LITTLE LEFT. 

We have now only 5 pound's of our 
man to account for. and this is dis¬ 
tributed over nine most useful con¬ 
stituents. Two and a quarter 
pounds, nearly half of it. consist of 
calcium, which will be more com- 
monl.v recognized as lime, and which 
plays a very important part in the 
human mechanism; and to this we 
must add 1 pound 11 ounces of phos¬ 
phorous, from which, if you like, you 
could make sufficient matches to give

of sixty acres. Tt was a pretentious 
stone building, with a superb jiortico 
and massive walls, and jirotected by 
deep verandas of stone. Anticipating 
trouble, he had collected provisions 
and ammunition and was quite well 
prepared for a siege, although the 
' little force around him was attacked 
{by more than f?0,00n merciless, 
bloodthirsty fanatics. The situation 
■ was very much as it was at TVkin. 
only* worse, and the terrific fire that 
I was kept up hy the Sepoys may be 
' judged by the battered stumj> of an 
j old tree which still stands before the 
rjiins of the residence.

CUT DOWN BY BULLETS. 

On the second dQ.y of the siege, 
'while Sir Henry Lawrence was in- 
'structing Captain Wilson, one of his 
I aides, as to the distribution of ra- 
itlons, a shell entered his apartment, 

I exploded at his side and gave him a 
mortal wound. With perfect coolness 
and calm fortitude he appointed Ma¬ 
jor Banks his succe.ssor. instructed 
him in detail as to the conduct of 
the defence, exhorted the soldiers of 
the garrison to do their duty, pledg¬ 
ed them never to treat with the reb¬ 
els. and under no circumstances to 
surrender. He gave orders that he 
should be buried “withoiut any fuss, 
like a British soldier,” and that the 
onl.v '’pitapli upon his tombstone 
should^be; 

“Hero lies Henry I.nwrence, Who 
Tried to do his Duty: Ma.v God have 
Mercy ujion his soul.” 

He died upon the Uourth of July. 
Upon the sixteenth Major Banks, his 
successor in comi land. was killed and 
the authority devolved upon Cap¬ 
tain Inglis, wliose widow, the last 
survivor of tl e siege^died in London 
on Eeb. 4, 1904. The* deaths aver¬ 
aged from fifteen to twenty daily, 
and mol»t of the people were killed by 
an African sharjishooter who occujiied 
a commanding post upon the roof of 
a neighboring house and fired through 
the windows' of the residency with¬ 
out ever missing his victim. The 
soldiers called him "Bob the Nailer.” 
The latter part of August he was fin¬ 
ally killed, but not until he had shot 
dozens of men, women and children 
among the besieged. In order to 
protect themselves from his shots and 
those from other directions the win¬ 
dows of the residency were barricad¬ 
ed, which shut out all the air and 
ventilation, and the heat became al¬ 
most intolerable.

At the present moment the poacher 
is the bane of the Japanese com¬ 
munity from im angler's point of 
view. 

Strangely enough, the common me¬ 
thod of fishing in Japan is one some¬ 
times found among the Drench Can¬ 
adian habitants along the banks of 
the St. Lawrence. A long line with 
ground bait attached is fastened to a 
pole which is set leaning in a crotch- 
stick either on the bank or in a boat, 
and a boll is so hung to the rod that 
when a fish bites the bell rings, and 
the victim is quickly yanked out by 
main strength. Running tackle and 
reels are almost completely unknown 
in that country, even for trolling or 
fly fishing. 

Tt will surprise no one who has 
heard of their marvellous dexterity 
and their powers of imitation to 
learn that in trying artificial flies the 
Japanese workmcm cannot excelled. 
Their flies never come to pieces, and 
they are always true to pattern and 
name. 

It Is true that the workman is an 
adept with his brush and pigments, 
and that the flies may fade after use;, 
but this is not always a serious fault 
in that country of changeable .skies 
and water colorings. There is 
A PREITY LI’TTLE FLY. 
very popular locall.v. and very tempt¬ 
ing to the trout on bright days, 
which could hardly be made at rea¬ 
sonable prices anywhere but in that 
place of cheap carefulness. 

It is built upon the black do.se, 
tied to a minnow hook, and contains 
a few hairs of a local srjuirrcl. a tip 
from a rarely seen egcrct’s plume, a 
tin.v blue plume, one strand of mauve 
silk and a su.spicion of a peacock’s 
hnclilc at the shank. This wonderful 
little combination is perhaps the fin¬ 
est specimen of the flymakcr’a skill 
ever put together. 

It may he bought in Japan any¬ 
where whore fly fishing is done at 
what might torrespond to a cent and 
a third, or three for four cent.s. It 
represents a very small gnat, and is 
the best possible lure for trout upon 
doubtful days. 

In fly fishing bamboo rods of a 
kind familiar on this continent dur¬ 
ing the pa.st few years are tised. the 
lino generally composed of plaited 
horsehair attached to a gut leader, 
being about half as long again as the 
rod. In the case of striking a large 
fish, too heavy to ho lifted by the 
tackle, there i.s mighty racing along 
the bank, if casting from shore is the 
sport. Or the boatman has to be 
ready witted and speedy, if fishing 
from a boat. Perhaps it is because 
of long experience along that line 
that the Japanese anglers arc good 
losers, though they cull in all the 
neighbors to rejoice greatly when 
they arc successful in landing a good 
fish, 

THE RAINBOW TROUT 
is a popular trout in many streams 
and perhaps went from this continent 
originally, though it is not possible 
to be ejuite certain about it. At any 
rate the rainbow of Japan is not 
the fighter of our most northerly 
waters. 

In the tributaries of the Fraser 
River, where the so-called round fish 
form a principal article of diet, and 
are taken literally in wagon loads, 
the rainbow trout grows to a good 
size, and is considered to be the 
gamest fish that swims, stcelhead. 
and sock-e.ved salmon not excepted. A 
pound and a half trout there has 
If opt a man busy for an hour, and 
come in fighting mad then. 

In Japanese waters, the same fish 
makes a gi'cat kicking and s:}lashing 
at first, but comes in readily enough 
when his first bit of bad feeling is 
over.

X’ersnual hostility against Chief Adams 
by an undesirable element in the town is 
at the root of the whole matter, and it is a 
disgrace to BrockviUe that such an element 
should be allowed dominance. Chief 
Adams is an exceptionally good officer. No 
definite charge is made against him— 
merely vague generalties. The people want 
him to stay. 

Mayor Oeash missed the chance of his 
life to rise to the occasion and show him- 
felf a man above petty prejudice and a 
sagacious publio ofticer in whose bands 
the town affairs might bo safely left. He’ 
has failed lamentably to bo e^ual to the 
emergency. The others who stultified 
themselves ure apparently nothing more 
than pliant tools of the smooth schemers 
Dehind the scenes.”
